Airplanes Sprin 


South’s Cotton Crop Pests 


The army air service is doing much 
to aid in the fight on the dreaded 
boll weevil, which annually destroys 
millions in cotton crops throughout 
the south. Airplanes equipped with 
special apparatus for discharging a 
poisonous dust fly at a low level over 
the cotton fields. The dust, special- 
ly prepared, is poisonous to the boll 
weevil but in no way harms the cot- 
ton plant itself. Settling low over 
the ground, the dust exterminates 
the weevil. The process is being per- 
fected by the army planes near Tal- 
lulah, La. 

The planes are equipped with air 
suction hoppers which discharge the 
pest-eradicating powder. The fine 
spray settles over the cotton plants 
and onto the ground. One plane is 
able to spray a great acreage daily. 
The southern planters believe the 
new system will do much to reduce 
the boll weevil evil.

Trade in Britain 


On Fast Decline 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


London, July 1.—General stagna- 
tion is the keynote of the British ship 
building trade, says the monthly bul- 
letin of the American Chamber of 
Commerce in London, which points 
out anprehensions caused by the emi- 
gration of numerous Clyde artisans 
and a ¢ontinuance of the boilermakers’ 
lockout 

John Cory, a prominent South 
Wales ship owner, is cited in the bul- 
letin as predicting a general laying 
up of tonnage unless conditions rapid- 
ly improve. The bulletin notes the ad- 
verse criticism in parliament regard- 
ing the decision of the advisory com- 
mittee to guarantee 2,300,000 pounds 
toward the building of three ships for 
the Royal Mail company at Belfast. 

The abnormally prolonged depres- 
sion in the cotton industry is causing 
numerous bank ruptures. The woolen 
industry also is being hard hit by 
French competition. Owing to the low 
cost of production, wool is being sent 
ty the continent to be combed there. 
Large quantities ¢f hosiery are being 
imported at low prices from’ the 
United States while the small pur- 
chasing power of the continent is de- 
priving British manufacturers of the 
European market.

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‘France to Make 
Verbal Answer 
To British Note 


Paris, July 1—(By the Associated 
| Press.) — Count de. Saint Aulaire, 
‘IF’rench ambassador in London has re- 
‘ceived complete instructions from the 
I‘rench foreign office to enable him 
to reply to the British government's 
recent questionnaire on the Ruhr situ- 
ation and “any other questions on the 
Ruhr situation and France’s policy .on 
reparations which the British govern- 
ment may see fit to ask,” 

This announcement was made at the 
foreign office today. No written reply 
will be made to the British question- 
naire. It is felt by the French for- 
eign office that an exchange of writ- 
ten documents concerning the Ruhr 
and reparations question wou!d only 
retard the negotiations and it is an- 
nounced that tomorrow Count de 
Saint Aulaire will have all elements 
of instruction necessary to place the 
French viewpoint before the British 
foreign office without further refer- 
enee to the French ministry of foreign 
affairs. A special courier from Poin- 
care left for London Saturday night 
bearing what is said to have heen the 
last word of the Belgians and French 
on the reparations question. 

The.semi-official Temps referring to 
an article in the London Observer to 
the effect that Lord Crewe, the Brit- 
ish ambassador to France, had a spir- 
ited meeting with Premier Poincare 
in which he told the premier unequivo- 
cally that Great Britain insisted on 
a written reply to the questionnaire 
says: “We can affirm that the in- 
formation regarding such a conversa- 
tion is false.”

POOR NEW YORKERS. 


There is a tendency too frequent- 
ly in evidence, in the midst of our 
own more fortunate circumstances, 
to forget that there are in this 
world entire communities of people 
who do not have the advantages we 
do, the advantages we are too apt 
to take for granted as the common 
lot of mankind. 

For instance, consider millions 
who live in that desolate city called 
New York. 

‘ These unfortunates, with few ex- 
ceptions, have never had*the oppor- 
tunity to know the conveniences 
and delights of modern American 
life. Perhaps the most touching 
feature of their lives is the fact 
that, never having experienced real 
human life in its full enjoyment, 
they do not realize their own sad 
predicament. Blinded by the mes- 
merism of statistics, they bury their 
heads, like the ostrich, in the sand 
of their city’s multitudes, and as- 
sume that they have escaped from 
a monster called  provincialism. 
Whereas the truth really is that 
this same monster has their hearts 
and souls in merciless grip, de- 
Stroying with ghoulish glee that 
fragile gift of proportion. 

We in Atlanta, with our pleasant 
homes set in the midst of green 
lawns and shadowing trees, with 
friendly neighbors and cordial com- 
radeship, can know but little of the 
dreariness ofaife in a great city of 
loneliness. With our delightful 
climate, we find it hard to sympa- 
thize with the unfortunates who 
suffer in winter snows and swelter 
from summer heat. This should not 
be. That our own lots have fallen 
in pleasant places should not cause 
us to lose our “human sympathy for 
those whom circumstance has con- 
demned to serve out their entire 
lives, prisoners of the seething 
city. 

For, truly, there. is nothing of 
any worth to be found in New York 
that cannot be found in Atlanta. 
And the blessings we enjoy which 
are unknown there are so many 
they can scarcely be told. 

They have their theaters, their 
cabarets, their night life, you say. 
What of it? We have, just the 
same, our recreations for the hours 
when the day’s work is done. Who 
would not prefer a quiet ride down 
a smooth Georgia highway, in a 
comfortable automobile, to the 


feverish excitation of a stuffy Broad) 


way cabaret? 

The same home you live in, the 
same scale in comfort you enjoy in 
the southland, would require four 
times the outlay to énjoy were you 
in New York. The $5,000 per year 
you make here is the equal, meas- 


ured in the sum of comfort it will, 


buy, to $20,000 in New York. And 
the man who lives in decency here 
on $1,000 a year would have to 
swelter in a tawdry tenement, one 
of swarming thousands, if he tried 
to live on the same income in New 
York. 

When you next give thanks for 
your own good fertune that life has 
cast you in a plac@ where every joy 
of modern exist can be yours 
for the asking, pause in your prayer 
of gratitude long enough to voice 
supplication for those less fortunate, 
those who live in great centers of 
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One may be exceptionally strong in 
a muscular way and “the-picture of 
health” as that picture is popularly 
drawn, yet fail to pass a health ex- 
amination. Muscular strength or mus- 
eular development does not imply 
good health. Neither do normal 
weight nor moderate overweight.

Did you ever know of a case of 
coryza, bronchitis or other respiratory 
disease contracted as an unmistakable 
results of contact with a person suf- 
fering from a “common cold” J 
never did, and I have had a hundred 
colds, always the result of tempera- 
ture changes. I believe in protec- 
tion to health, but the statement that 
colds are so contagious that the af- 
flicted should be either muzzled or 
segregated is, in my judgment, a most 
pernicious one unless it is true, and 
I don’t believe it is true. (T. A. W.) 

Answer—How about. diphtheria, 
measles, epidemic (cerebro-spinal) 
meningitis, influenza (“the flu”) and 
those very communicable upper re- 
spiratory infections popularly called 
“grip?” Has it not struck you that 
coryza in one member of the house- 
hold is exceedingly likely to spread 
to one or more of ¢he others in the 
house within a day or two? I grant 
you, the temperature has probably 
changed a dozen times in the interim, 
but we do not ordinarily place much 
stress on that when the “common 
cold” proves to be diphtheria, measles 
or meningitis. Seldom can the specific 
source of infection in sporadic cases 
of diphtheria be determined, yet no- 
body questions the infectiousness of 
the disease. As a rule the source of 
infection is fairly obvious in coryza, 
regardless of temperature, humidity, 
etc. I should consider an individual 
who bas had a hundred colds, as he 
calls them and who doesn't believe 
such diseases are communicable, a 
dangerous person to be at large.

If he 
would raise his hay at home he 
would have a protection of $18 
to $20 a ton. The same thing is 
true with other things he buys 
that he could raise at home. 

I would then have mentioned 
what I said in my address rt 
Eatonton, Ga., about the cotton 
situation. It is made in a pro- 
tected country and sold in a free- 
trade country, and the farmer 
can never get out of his difficul- 
ties so long as these things exist. 

I regret exceedingly that I d:d 
not return in time to be with you.

How the people would have 
been pleased at a five-minute talk 
from him for he is another dirt 
farmer who knows conditons as few 
do. ‘ 

Sitting away back in the great 
throng was Dr. Paul Chapman, of 
Athens, who is in charge of the 
vocational training in Georgia under 
the Smith-Hughes.act. He is teach- 
ing—his 100 men are teaching—the 
scientific system of balanced agricul- 
ture, and deserves every encourage- 
ment in the great work he and his 
associates at doing. It was regret- 
table that in the program of addresses 
that audience could not have heard 
from him, along with the many ex- 
cellent speeches made, for certainly 
no man could have delivered a more 
heartening message on a subject that 
diverted the attention of the state for 
the hour. 

Baek in one of the overflow rooms 
from the main auditorium was J. E. 
Conwell, president of the Georgia 
Cotton Co-operative association. It 
would have been worth a trip to At- 


lanta from the four corners of the state 


to have heard him talk on co-opera- 
tion. He knows it, and its ad- 
vantages, as few men do, and he 
knows how to tell the story. 

No person enjoys the confidences 
of the people more, or is more keenly 
interested in bettering rural condi- 
tions, 

There was Commissioner Hal Stan. 
ley, of the department of labor and 
commerce, Who knows more about 
the labor shortage, the negro exodus, 
tenancy and the enforced recent 
movement of the white men from the 
farms, than any man in Georgia, and 
it would have been of great value to 
have had an address from him. 


But time is as merciless as the 


tides when it comes to awaiting the | 
conveniences, or favor the opportuni- 
| tes of man. 


Nearly one hundred counties in 
Georgia had delegated representatives 
at that meeting—think of it! Who? 
Men whose deepest concern of a ma- 
terial nature today is to see the agri- 
cultural conditions of Georgia recon- 
structed to harmonize with new 
economic conditions caused by boll 
weevil, labor shortage, and other 
pressing problems including 


production. 

This readjustment must come, The 
consumers are paying peak prices to- 
day for edible commodities, and the 
producer is not getting his just share 
of it. The marketing system is 
wrong. The producer ought to get 
more, the consumer pay less, and 
through a system of distribution 
trade equilibrium thus be maintained, 
without impoverishing both producer 
and consumer in order to make a 
small combine of manipulating specu- 
lators rich. 

In other words, cotton must be 
made a surplus money crop, farmers 
must adopt group marketing, and a 
thorough system of business intelli- 


‘gence must be adopted in agriculture 


from the preparation of the soil to the 
consumers’ market place,

from the heart of a good Georgia 
woman, and it breathes a condition 
that ought to inspire every right- 
thinking man in Georgia to an in- 
creasing effort to see that farm con- 
ditions in this state are bettered, for 
around their condition all conditions 
must revolve. 

My Dear Mr. Hollomon: Your 
communication in yesterday’s pa- 
per was so like conditions as they 
actually are that I cannot refrain 
from expressing my appreciation. 

With the exception of a few, 
the world beyond the farm is 
asleep and unless there comes re- 
lief, there will be a rude awaken- 
ing. The disgust expressed by the 
thousands who “have folded their 
tents and siléntly stole away” 1s 
the real attitude of the whole 
farming population. 

That letter from H. G. Hast- 
ings was great, I note’ his com- 
ment on the contribution to grand 
opera and the big conventions 
and want to tell you that millions 
read’ those same things and 
reason in their hearts, “How 
long, O Lord, how long?” 


The isolation that is a part of 
the farmer's life makes him re- 
served and because he has borne 
in silence the injustice that has 
been meted out to him 1s hw 
proof that he is reconciled to it, 
for I know of a truth in his 
heart, he resents conditions that 
permit trusts and corporations 
to thrive at the expense of his 
business, 

The brain and talent of tne 
farm today’are leaving, never to 
return until there 1s a just re- 
inuneration for labor expended. 

When stuff is produced that 
can’t be disposed of, theres un 
over-production and that very 
thing is happening all around ime. 

What we need most is a band 
of men to create a market for our 
produce, but be sure they are men 
who have the conscience to “give 
every man his just dues,” 

Take cotton, for instance. A 
system that permits the men why 
produce the cotton to go halt- 
clothed and oftentimes ragged, 
the mill operatives, who make 
the cotton into cloth, restless ana 
unhappy because of poor pay ior 
service rendered, and at the same 
time allows the manufacturers 
to pay big office salaries and set 
aside enormous’ surplus with 
which to build new mills, is all 
wrong. Where is the farmer who 
sets aside a surplus? For three 
years it has been a losing game. 

I live between two country 
towns, LaGrange and West Point, 
and I know from experience that 
the merchants, ratner grocery- 
men, will buy extra vegetables 
and eggs from his fellow towns- 
men, who have farms and gar-- 
dens, rather than buy from tne 
farmer, whose cash money comes 
only in the fall and yet these 
same townspeople have salaries 
every month, a living assured 
while in many instances the farm- 
er needed to sell those things for 
the actual necessities of life. 

“Tiope deferred maketh’ the 
heart sick” is just as true today 
as ages and ages ago, when It 
was written. The country’s heart 
is sick unto death. 

What we need is honest pay 
for bonest toil and the same serv- 
ice from corporations for our 
comfort as is accorded the towns. 
I refer to the Georgia Power 
company, Whose lines cross the 
farmers’ fields and those same 
farmers burning kerosene lamps. 

We are all one and the same 
people, yet if one lives in the 
country, the majority of town 
people look on him as a different 
species of the human _ family, 
created to make them a living. 

The country people are slow 
to speak, but they are not 50 
dense as not to feel this injustice 
to the last man. 

I am not writing things from 
hear-say, but knowledge gained 
at first hand, because I’ve lived 
in the country all my life. 
have reared my children here to 
send them away to more remun- 
erative fields of work, nor will I 
advise them to return to a con- 
dition of service that gives 
“stones for brend.” 

I trust you have had the vision 

hefore it is too late. I bid you 
take courage and God speed with 
a work that has claimed many 
“unhonored, unnamed, and =  un- 
sung.” 
, | thank you in the name of a 
multitude who read what you say, 
but being too reserved to ever 
write you a line, you will not 
know it but they are grateful. 

All the preaching and news- 
paper propaganda from now till 
the end of time will not stop 
the migration from the farm un- 
less a new order of things come 
into existence. 

I do not write for publication, 
in fact this is my first time to 
to answer a newspaper article, 
but I couldn't resist from ex- 
pressing my feeling on the sub- 
ject.

The trip through the canyon came 
to the president and Mrs. Harding 
as the climax to their two days’ stay 
in the nation’s greatest playground. 

>. Tonight the president’s party re- 
turned to Gardiner, again boarded 
their train and headed directly, for the 
Pacific coast. The first stop will be 
made tomorrow at Spokane, Washing- 
ton, where the president will deliver 
one of his principal addresses, speak- 
ing on reclamation water power de- 
**svelopment and the problems of the 
far west. ; 


Leaving the inn, Near Old Faith- 
ful, where they spent the night, the 
president and Mrs. Harding today 
saw mountains, valleys, rivers, and 
lakes as presented in some of the most 
beautiful and impressive national set- 
tings. Although it was the first day 
of July, the presidential party travel- 
ed for miles through trails which led 
at many places through snow fields. 

At Yellowstone lake, a portion of 
the party, including Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace and Speaker Gillett, 
were taken across the great expense 
of water comprising the second largest 
fresh water lake in the world at an 
altitude of more than 7,700 feet, The 
vacht met the president’s party again 
near the ldke hotel, where one of the 
most interesting events of the chief 
executive's trip took place. The park 
rangeys had treed two black bears—a 
mother and her cub. They came 
down from the pine trees to greet Mr. 
Iiarding, who responded by feeding 
them sweet ginger bread and molasses 
while motion pictures and other cam- 
era men preserved the scene for dis- 
play to the world.

INCOTTON MARKET 


New Orleans, July 1.—Depressions 
ruled in the cotton market last week, 
aimost from the opening session. In 
the early trading a period of steadi- 
ness developed during which prices of 
‘the more active months went 1 to 13 
points higher than the close of the 
preceding week, but by the middle of 
the week the market was at net losses 
of 90 to 105 points and at its low- 
est levels. Recoveries a little later 


were followed by fresh depressions and 
the close was at net losses on the 
week of 77 to 90 points. July traded 
as low as 27.00 cents a pound and 
closed at 27.13; October traded as low 
as 23.71 and closed at 23.86, In the 
spot department prices lost 75 points 
oa middling, which closed at 28.50 
cents a pound against 21,50 on the 
close of this week last year. 

While rather better weather con- 
ditions over the belt caused a good 
deal of the selling, unsatisfactory 
trade Conditions were also a factor 
and a good deal of the pressure 
against value was in sympathy with 
the declines in the stock market. Late 
in the week, in spits of a long series 
of bullish privete reports on the 
condition of the crop, much liquida- 
tion came from the long side in pre- 
paration for the government’s second 
monthly report of the crop, which 1s 
due Monday. , : 

This bureau report, which will give 
the percentage of condition on June 
25, the preliminary figures on the 
rncreage this season anU the yield the 
two sets of figure indicate, will prob- 
obly dominate the opening of the new 
| week and its influence may possibly 
| be felt for some time after, although, 
' when the report is out of the way, the 
| weather over the belt will be of more 
| interest than ever because it is gen- 
erally considered that the critical 
stage of the growing season is being 
entered. 

At the end of the week it appeared 
as though the average of expectations 
regarding the condition figures was 
just about 69.5 per cent of normal, 
against 71.0 on May 25, and 76.0 as 
the 10-year average for June 25. Any 
thing above 69.6, it was considered, 
would probably lead to selling while 
anything below would stimulate the 
demand. .
